By the NSC decision memorandum of September 16, 
1977, the Cabinet Committee to Combat Terrorism was 
abolished, and in its stead an NSC/SCC Working Group 
on Terrorism was established. The functions of thj^.< 
Working Group include serving as a forum for a 
continuing exchange of information and ideas among 
agencies having jurisdictional and support responsi- 
bilities for dealing with either domestic or foreign 
terrorism. The Working Group will have an Executive 
Committee. 

The Working Group is to consist of senior levels* 
representatives from all agencies with these 
responsibilities. The Executive Committee shall 
consist of representatives from the Departments of 
State, Defense, Justice, Treasury, Transportation, 
Energy, the Central Intelligence Agency, and the 
NSC Staff. The Department of State representative 
is to chair both the Working Group and the Executive 
Committee, while his Deputy will be the representative 
from the Department of Justice. 

Ambassador Heyward Isham, Director of the Office 
for Combatting Terrorism (M/CT) has been designated 
as the State Department representative, and Mr. John 
E. Karkashian, Deputy Director, M/CT, as his alternate.
